Water plant shut 
down last week by 
electrical problem 



Major crisis avoided 
but damage estimate 
is around $150,000 

An electrical problem that 
occurred around 2:00 a.m. on 
Monday of last week destroyed 
the electrical wiring and control 
panel as well as one of the two 
main pumps at the West Liberty 
water treatment plant at Cave 
Run Lake, leaving residents in 
some areas without water until 
late Thursday and necessitating 
a boil-water order that remained 
in effect for both West Liberty 
and county water district custom- 
ers at press time 

“The lights at the plant went 
off about 2:00 a.m. When the 
lights came back on a worker 
went to restart the pump found it 
(an apparent electrical surge) had 
fried all the wiaring and the 
pump,” said West Liberty City 
Clerk Sally Barker. 

Workers scrambled through- 
out most of the rest of the week 
to hook up the plant’s second 
pump but, with the electrical 
boxes and control panels inoper- 
able, had to wait until electricity 



could be rerouted to the pump 
station. 

In the meantime, the water 
department was able to secure 
two portable diesel pumps from 
a Cincinnati firm and with the 
help of the county water district, 
which allowed water from its 
system to backflow into the city’s 
lines, was able to prevent a ma- 
jor crisis, although some high- 
lying neighborhoods were with- 
out water most of the week. 

Eventually, workers were able 
to start the plant’s second pump, 
which enabled pumping to re- 
sume late Thursday afternoon. 
But all of West Liberty was run- 
ning out of water by the time 
electrical lines could be switched 
out to “hot-wire” the pump and 
water again began to flow. 

“The (city’s storage) tank on 
Johnson Hill was completely dry 
when the pump was finally 
turned on,” Barker said. 

Barker said on Monday, the 
initial estimate of damage to the 
pump and the plant’s electrical 
system and control panels is 
around $150,000.00. Contractors 
estimate that the plant could be 
back in full operation in a week 
or two, she said. 



Salvation Army holding

“We try to 
find areas where help is not cur- 
rently available. If we cannot 
meet an applicant’s need, we try 
to refer them to organizations 
that can, such as the Red Cross 
or Gateway. Morgan County is 
fortunate to have many organi- 
zations that assist the needy. 

“Salvation Army funds have 
helped many local cancer pa- 
tients and sick children. Some- 
times it can be hard to come up

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Rotary keeps pressure on polio; 
partners with Gates Foundation 



For 20 years, Rotary clubs 
have remained determined to do 
whatever is necessary to achieve 
a world free of the crippling dis- 
ease polio. 

Recognizing this commitment- 
-as well as Rotary’s important role 
as a spearheading partner in the 
Global Polio Eradication Initia- 
tive— the Bill and Melinda Gates 
Foundaton recently awarded Ro- 
tary a US $250 million challenge 
grant, which Rotary will match 
with an additional $100 million. 

This raises to $550 million the 
total funds generated by the two 
organizations since the Gates 
Foundation awarded its first $100 
million challenge grant to Rotary 
in 2007. The funds re dedicated 
to polio eradication activities in 
polio-endemic and high-risk 
countries.

vide the best and up-to-date in- 
formation used to apply conser- 
vation practices and make deci- 
sions regarding the natural re- 
sources on the land. 

Anyone can apply for assis- 
tance whether or not they have a 
conservation plan, but the first 
step will be develop a plan that 
meets the particular objectives. 

There are two programs, 
WHIP and EQIP, with an upcom- 
ing cut-off of January 29, 2010, 
for application ranking. The Con- 
servation Stewardship Program 
(CSP) also has an ongoing signup 
period, but a ranking cut-off date 
has not yet been identified for 
CSP. 

As in past years, assistance is 
available on crop land, pasture 
land, hay land and forest land. 

If you are interested in partici- 
pating in Farm Bill conservation 
programs, you should sing up as 
soon as possible and request con- 
servation plan. For more informa-

Dealing with a diabetes diagnosis 
as an older adult 



By the National Diabetes 
Education Program 

If you have been told by a 
health care professional that you 
have type 2 diabetes, it is normal 
to feel anxious or uncertain. But 
you are not alone - almost 10.5 
million adults aged 60 and older 
in the United 

States have diabetes. Diabetes 
is serious, but you can manage it. 
The National Diabetes Education 
Program (NDEP) offers tips to 
help older adults learn to manage 
diabetes, avoid or delay serious 
complications, and live longer, 
healthier lives. 

What does a diabetes diagno- 
sis mean to me? 

A diabetes diagnosis means 
that your blood glucose (sugar) is 
too high. You will need to keep 
your blood glucose under control 
to help you avoid or delay seri- 
ous complications such as heart 
disease, stroke, kidney disease, 
blindness, nerve damage, and 
other health problems. 

Your blood always has some 
glucose in it because your body 
needs it for energy, but too much 
is not good for your health. Your 
pancreas makes insulin, which 
helps glucose get from your blood 
into your cells. Cells then take 
glucose and turn it into energy. If 
you have type 2 diabetes, the pan- 
creas still makes some insulin but 
cells cannot use it very well. You 
may need to take insulin or pills 
to help your body’s supply of in- 
sulin work better. 

You’ll need to take good care 
of yourself and your diabetes to 
feel better and stay healthy. One 
way to help prevent diabetes com- 
plications is to manage your 
ABCs: 

A is for the A 1C test. It mea- 
sures your average blood glucose 
level over the past three months. 

B is for blood pressure. High 
blood pressure makes your heart 
work too hard. 

C is for cholesterol. Bad cho- 
lesterol, or LDL, builds up and 
clogs your arteries. 

Ask your health care team 
these questions so you can know 
how to manage your ABCs: 

Should I check my blood glu- 
cose? If so, when, and how often? 

What should I do if my blood 
glucose is too high or too low? 

What are my ABC numbers? 
What should my ABC numbers 
be? 

Do I qualify for any Medicare 
benefits that will help me man- 



age my diabetes? 

How can I learn more about 
how to make healthy food choices 
and be physically active? 

Where can I learn more about 
how to manage my diabetes? 

Learn how to make small 
changes to manage your diabetes. 

Healthy eating and regular 
physical activity are keys to good 
health at any age - especially if 
you have diabetes. Choose 
healthy foods such as fruits and 
vegetables, fish, lean meats, 
chicken or turkey without the 
skin, dry peas or beans, whole 
grains, and low-fat or nonfat milk 
products. If you are unable to 
cook for yourself, find out about 
a community program in your 
area that serves or delivers meals. 
Call the Eldercare Locator at 1- 
800-677-1116 for information on 
the program nearest you. 

Physical activity can improve 
your strength, flexibility, and bal- 
ance. Ask a health care profes- 
sional about ways you can safely 
increase the amount of physical 
activity you do. Set 2 

small goals to start until you 
reach at least 30 minutes a day, 
five days a week. If allowed, work 
toward doing strength exercises 
on two or three days a week - 
strengthening activities require 
your muscles to use force against 
a resistance, such as gravity, 
weights, or exercise bands. Ask 
your family, friends, and younger 
people in your life to help you. 
They can encourage you, lend a 
hand with setbacks, and be there 
to celebrate your successes! 

Understand which diabetes 
benefits are cover by Medicare. 

Medicare pays for part of the 
cost of diabetes equipment and 
supplies, including blood glucose 
meters, test strips, and lancets. It 
also covers diabetes self-manage- 
ment training, which helps you 
learn how to manage diabetes, 
and medical nutrition therapy ser- 
vices, which help you learn which 
foods are best to eat and how 
much food is right for you. Medi- 
care Part B helps pay for other 
services such as an AlC test, di- 
lated eye exam to check for dia- 
betic eye diseases, glaucoma 
screening, flu shot and pneumo- 
coccal pneumonia shot, and foot 
care if you have nerve damage in 
either foot due to diabetes. Addi- 
tionally, Medicare Part D helps 
cover the cost of prescription 
drugs. Talk to your health care 
professional about the Medicare 
benefits available to you and call 



1-800-MEDICARE or visit 
www.medicare.gov for more in- 
formation.

QUESTIONS AND 
ANSWERS 

Question: I worked for the 
last 10 years, and I now have my 
40 credits of coverage for Social 
Security. Does this mean that I 



get the maximum Social Security 
retirement benefit? 

Answer: No. While eligibility 
for benefits is based on having 40 
credits, the amount of your ben- 
efit is based on how much you 
earned over your lifetime.

Question: I run a small busi- 
ness and I plan to hire a few em- 
ployees. How can I verify that the 
Social Security card is valid? 

Answer: There are more than 
50 different versions of the So- 
cial Security card, all of which are 
valid. And, until 1976, original 
cards and replacement cards were 
different. Although there are 
many versions of the card in cir- 
culation, all prior versions of the 
card are valid. 

In any case, it is the Social 
Security number that is important. 
The best way for employers to 
verify a name and Social Secu- 
rity number is to use the free So- 
cial Security Number Verification 
Service (SSNVS). Once an em- 
ployer registers for Business Ser- 
vices Online (BSO) at 
www.socialsecurity.gov/bso, the 
employer can start using SSNVS. 
SSNVS allows them to quickly 
verify whether a person’s name 
and number match Social 
Security’s records. 

You can also use BSO’s new

Many households run genera- 
tors during a power outage and 
homeowners should take extra 
precautions to avoid injury. 
Gasoline or diesel fuel powered 
generators can produce poten- 
tially deadly levels of carbon 
monoxide and should be oper- 
ated only in well-ventilated, cov- 
ered, unheated areas— never in- 
side. You should always practice 
extreme caution when using a 
generator to power your home: 

• Make sure the generator is 
listed by an independent testing 
organization, such as 
Underwriter’s Laboratory (UL) 

• Protect the generator from 
exposure to rain, but under no 
circumstances should generators 
be used indoors, including ga- 
rage. Do not operate the genera- 
tor near any open windows or 
doorways. 

• Before using a generator, 
make sure you have installed a 
carbon monoxide (CO) alarm 
near sleeping areas to alert you 
in the event of increased levels 
of CO in your home. 

• Never connect a generator 



to the home’s electrical system; 
instead, plug what you want to 
power directly into the generator. 

• Always follow the 
manufacturer’s guidelines and 
maintenance schedule.

Conservation plan key to 
USDA NRCS assistance 



Application deadline for 
WHIP and EQIPpgm. 
participation is Jan. 29 

After the harvest season, No- 
vember is usually the time we 
celebrate and give thanks. It is 
also time for producers and land- 
owners to consider planning for 
the next growing season. 

Each fiscal year, the Natural 
Resources Conservation Service 
(NRCS) sets dates for program 
application ranking. Although 
dates may vary from one pro- 
gram to another, landowners may 
sign up at any time for all con- 
servation programs. 

Conservation planning is an 
integral part of the conservation 
process and anyone seeking cost 
share assistance will be provided 
an up-to-date conservation plan 
that includes the practices needed 
to address their resource con- 
cerns. 

The conservation plan allows 
the landowner to combine farm- 
ing skills with the technology 
tools available from NRCS and 
conservation district staff, to pro- 
vide the best and up-to-date in- 
formation used to apply conser- 
vation practices and make deci- 
sions regarding the natural re- 
sources on the land. 

Anyone can apply for assis- 
tance whether or not they have a 
conservation plan, but the first 
step will be develop a plan that 
meets the particular objectives. 



There are two programs, 
WHIP and EQIP, with an upcom- 
ing cut-off of January 29, 2010, 
for application ranking. The 
Conservation Stewardship Pro- 
gram (CSP) also has an ongoing 
signup period, but a ranking cut- 
off date has not yet been identi- 
fied for CSP. 

As in past years, assistance is 
available on crop land, pasture 
land, hay land and forest land. 

If you are interested in partici- 
pating in Earm Bill conservation 
programs, you should sing up as 
soon as possible and request con- 
servation plan.

Recession drives 
food-stamp use 
to record levels 

Dec. 2 — The recession 
means that the once- scorned fed- 
eral program to help Americans 
buy food is being used more than 
ever. Food stamps now help feed 
one in eight Americans and one 
in four children, Jason DeParle 
and Robert Gebeloff of The New 
York Times report. While the re- 
cession has helped fuel the in- 
creased food stamp use, a Bush 
administration decision to make 
it easier to apply for “nutritional 
aid” instead of welfare cleared 
the path for increased use. 

More than 36 million Ameri- 
cans now use food stamps, or as 
the previous administration re- 
named it, the Supplemental Nu- 
trition Assistance Program. In at 
least 239 counties, a quarter or 
more of the people get food 
stamps, many in rural areas but 
also in cities. In 62 counties, the 
number of recipients has more 
than doubled since 2007. While 
once-prosperous areas where the 
housing bust has hit are experi- 
encing increased usage, the ar- 
eas where poverty runs deepest 
still have the highest rates, the 
Times reports. 

Even with food stamp usage 
at a record level, experts say 
there are millions more who 
could qualify for them. “I think 
the response of the program has 
been tremendous,” Kevin 
Concannon, an undersecretary of 
agriculture, told the reporters, 
“but we’re mindful that there are 
another 15, 16 million who could 
benefit.” In California food 
stamps reach only 50 percent of 
those eligible, while in Missouri 
98 percent of the eligible have 
nutritional aid. (Read more)

was at least half again as much 
as the state’s urban figure: 
Alaska, Arizona, Georgia, Ha- 
waii, Kentucky, Maine, South 
Carolina, Virginia and Vermont. 

Among the states, Missouri 
has the highest percentage of ru- 
ral residents receiving food 
stamps. More than 22% of those 
living in rural Missouri are stamp 
recipients. Missouri is followed 
by Louisiana (21.8%), Kentucky 
(21.7%) and Tennessee (21.6%). 
In Massachusetts, 2.4% of rural 
residents receive food stamps. 

In Eastern Kentucky, the 
number of food stamp recipients 
was approaching 50 percent in 
June — In Owsley County, Ken- 
tucky, 49 percent of the popula- 
tion were receiving the stamps.

The Lady 
Cougars will be without the 
school’s all-time leading scorer 
(Leslie Eagle), but certainly not 
without talent. Coach Jeff Brown 
will again have the services of 
senior Lara Hembree, who 
missed last season with a torn 
ACL. Fellow senior Shey Will- 
iams, sharp-shooter Tessa Henry 
and sophomore Brittany Stamper 
give Morgan a realistic shot to be 
a title contender. 

8. Raceland. The Lady Rams 
enter the new season hoping to 
prove last year was a fluke. 
Raceland underachieved and 
turned a potentially great season 
into a 14-14 finish. Coach Bob 
Trimble returns five seniors, in- 
cluding 5’5" guard Brooke Wil- 
son. 

9. Boyd County. The Lady 
Lions have won 14 games each 
of the past two seasons, but could 
be primed for a surprising year.

10. Greenup County. The 
Lady Musketeers return nearly 
everyone from last year’s team.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Dec. 3 — 
Kentucky hunters have taken 
more than 100,000 deer so far 
this year, with a majority of the 
harvest occurring during the re- 
cently completed modern gun 
season. The number of deer taken 
by hunters during the opening 
weekend of modern gun season 
was down about 400 animals 
from the average of the previous 
three seasons. Harvest for the 
month of November, most of 
which comes from hunters dur- 
ing the modern gun season, was 
down about 5,000 deer from the 
state’s 3 -year average. 

The decline, however, is a 
normal fluctuation that deer man- 
agers have seen for years. 

“We would have to see more 
than one year of lower harvest 
before we’d be alarmed,” said 
Tina Brunjes, big game program 
coordinator for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “One reason I think 
this year’s harvest may be down, 
from my own hunting and from 
what I’ve heard from other hunt- 
ers out there, is the warm weather 
during gun season.” 

Brunjes said that some hunt- 
ers reported seeing deer on trail 
cameras at night, but not during 
shooting hours. She suspects the 
warm weather caused more deer 
to move at night rather than dur- 
ing the warmer daylight hours. 

This year’s hunter harvest, 
while down slightly, still appears 
to follow a pattern biologists 
have been seeing for years. 

“Season harvest seems to go 
up, down, up, down, each year 
in recent years,” said David 
Yancy, deer biologist for Ken- 
tucky Fish and Wildlife. “I 
wouldn’t be surprised to see it 
down a bit this year, and we end 
up with a total around 113,000 
or 115,000 deer, and next year 
we’re back up to 120,000.” 

Deer managers aren’t sure 
exactly why the season harvest 
total is stair-stepping, but Yancy 
has a few possible theories. The 
first is that the pattern is hunter- 
driven. 

“It could be that we kill a lot 
of deer one year, and the next 
year there just aren’t as many 
deer on the ground during hunt- 
ing season,” Yancy said. “With a 
smaller herd, the deer are in bet- 
ter condition, with more food to 
go around. The herd rebounds 
when female deer have twins 
more often and a greater number 
of fawns survive. This leads to 
another up year for hunters, be- 
cause there are more deer in the 
population.” 

Another possibility for the 
fluctuating harvest is that 
Kentucky’s deer herd has reached 
its carrying capacity, or the num- 
ber of deer that the existing habi- 
tat can support. The state’s total 
deer population peaked in 2004 
and then began to decline. It now 
stands at around one million ani- 
mals. A declining deer herd, 
Yancy pointed out, isn’t neces- 
sarily a bad thing. Areas like cen- 
tral Kentucky have too many 
deer, leading to higher disease 
rates. Yancy suspects the stair- 
stepping harvest is something 



should take a major step toward 
a winning season. Freshman 
Destiny Jones is one of the 
region’s top young players.

hunters will continue to see. 

In addition to lower harvest 
numbers overall, about 60 per- 
cent of the deer taken so far this 
year have been male. While 
bucks usually represent a larger 
proportion of harvest than female 
deer at this point in the season, a 
60-40 split between bucks and 
does is a larger difference than 
usual. Brunjes thinks warm 
weather during gun season 
played a part here as well. 

“Bucks don’t care. They’re 
going to get out and chase dur- 
ing the rut no matter what, and 
they’re going to be more visible 
than does if the weather is 
warm,” she said. “The does are 
going to move more at night 
when it’s warm.” 

Yancy pointed out that this 
year’s modern gun season 
seemed to fall right during the 
peak of the deer breeding season. 
He thinks this is another reason 
hunters may have seen, and har- 
vested, more bucks. 

“That’s going to happen about 
once out of every three years - 
the gun season will hit right 
smack on the peak of the rut,” he 
explained. “Some years our gun 
season comes toward the end of 
the rut, and some years it comes 
toward the beginning. But I think 
we’ll see the harvest even out 
closer to 51 percent bucks, 49 
percent does, once the dust settles 
in January. In the end, this is 
probably going to look like a 
pretty typical season.” 

Some hunters have voiced 
concerns about the harvest de- 
cline, with questions about last 
winter’s ice storm and even the 
possibility of lingering effects 
from the 2007 outbreak of epi- 
zootic hemorrhagic disease, or 
EHD. 

“At this point, EHD is just a 
memory,” said Brunjes. “As far 
as the ice storm, especially in 
western Kentucky, it did have an

effect. It changed the landscape.” 

With tall trees damaged by 
ice, the forest floor received more 
sunlight, resulting in vegetation 
growth. Western Kentucky hunt- 
ers who were accustomed to see- 
ing deer in certain areas may 
have noticed a big change in deer 
patterns this year, Brunjes said. 

“The ice storm converted ar- 
eas with no forage into feeding 
areas,” she said. “It blocked 
trails. Feeding areas have be- 
come bedding areas. Places you 
used to hunt have changed and 
may not hold deer now.” 

These changes prove that 
wildlife, in the end, act like wild- 
life. Hunters have up years, and 
they also have down years. In the 
end, hunting opportunity in Ken- 
tucky is still far beyond what our 
grandparents could have imag- 
ined. 

“We’re hunting a wild ani- 
mal,” Yancy said. “Part of the 
allure is that you can’t control it. 
Part of it is that you’re thankful 
to get to go and have quarry to 
pursue.”
